IN CURIOUS OLD 0RVIEI01 

If one has forsaken the conveni- ! 


ence and tedium of the railway and 


traveled alone across the rather sin- j 
Ister moorland round Bagnorea-Civ j 
ita, it is with a sense of security that j 
one sees the lofty rock of Orvieto in j 
front of one at nightfall One can j 
imagine the feelings of a fugitive— i 
a pope say, out of favor, and flying 
the populace—at the sight of the im¬ 
pregnable rock-built town which was 
one of his ultimate defences. In the 
pleasant garden of Tuscany towns 
stretch in a friendly way from out- 
skirt to outskirt; villas join to villas 
and farms to farms. But from the lof¬ 
ty rock or Orvieto one sees neighbor¬ 
ing towns perched high as if for ob¬ 
servation of an attacking enemy; self- 
contained as if for defence. One knows 
that the wind visits the rock in win¬ 
ter, for the women wear serviceable 
shawls, as in a Ashing village in Scot¬ 
land, and the gravity of the summer 1 
heat can be known by the cactus stick- j 
ing its spikes securely in the wall. | 
Houses seem built to defy the weather, 
some even, as one sinks to the lower 
outlet of the town, to have needed lit¬ 
tle help from other material than the 
rock itself to furnish a dwelling, writes 
Gertrude Bone in Country Life. 

A Curious House. 

“Yes; it is a very curious house, 
signora,” said one of the inhabitants. 
“A gentleman came here who said it 
was of Volscian origin. Who knows! 
It is certainly a curious house.” As 
one gains the summit of the precipice 
fenced by the town wall, a fanciful 
person might imagine himself to be 
standing on the prow of a ship, and 
the undulating pale clay earth, lapsing 
on all sides into strange shapes, to be 
an ocean stiff with a more formidable 
substance than ice, imprisoning one 
forever on a high-pooped vessel. 

One’s first impression of a town 
may endure only to be modified, but 
I never revisit Orvieto without re¬ 
covering anew the sensation which 
1 had on my first visit—that of half 
the people having gone away and 
the remaining houses being too large 
and numerous for those who have 
stayed behind. It was the equiva¬ 
lent of a winter’s evening (though 
I had left spring in Rome), and thin 
snows were lingering in wreaths upon 
the treeless hills. The wide lane, 
whose edge is the convenient wall of 
San Bernardino, was empty save for 
the activity of one bright star. Street 
after street was vacant. The palaces 
seemed forsaken; some even had the 
air of having been abandoned sudden¬ 
ly and unfinished. A group of boys 
seemed to be playing on the eve of 
disaster, and a few cronies in a wine 
shop had the appearance of conspira¬ 
tors. I have seen Orvieto thronged 
so that one could hardly push one’s 
way through the piazza, but that first 
impression always returns, of the ac¬ 
tive and adventurous having gone and 
those who remain remaining in spite 
of themselves. 

It may be that, in reality, the emi¬ 
gration, so desplorable a feature of 
modern Italy, has smitten Orvieto 
above other towns of a like size, but 
I think the natural features of the 
town have something to do with the 
impression of constant going away and 
emptiness. For vehicles pass through 
the town as in a less rugged country¬ 
side. The steep approach forbids the 
heavy cart. The streets, save for an 
occasional omnibus from the hotels, 
are empty of traffic, and the continual 
presence of saddled mules and asses, 
of men with sheep skin cloaks folded 
about them, deepens the impression of 
a population which is always journey¬ 
ing and passing on difficult roads and 
hills. The emptiness of the churches 
has something to do with it also, for 
the familiar coming and going in the 
churches, the presence of children, 
of lighted and frequented shrines, adds 
a good deal to the settled and com¬ 
panionable air of an Italian town. 
True, there is no kindly and gracious 
Madonna presiding over the cathedral 
at Perugia, only the high mystery of 
the Corpus Domini, and I suspect it 
to be rather a comment on human 
nature in general than Italian nature 
in particular than the shrines of our 
Lady of Pity, of Succor, of Sorrow, of 
Comfort should be thronged with 
worshipers while the churches of the 
Holy Spirit or of the Trinity should 
be empty save for an occasional reli¬ 
gious who seeks the austerities rather 
than the consolations of religion. For 
the great Duomo of Orvieto is almost 
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always empty, save for tourists and 
intoning priests. Built on the tide of 
one of the waves of inspiration which 
visited Italy, it would seem as though 
with the ebbing of that wave the peo¬ 
ple’s interest in their treasure slacken¬ 
ed and they returned to the half-pagan 
beliefs which sustained their ances¬ 
tors. At Pentecost a wild crowd 
of peasants comes in from the hills 
and fills the piazza and the Duomo, 
on the steps of which is enacted a 
“mystery.” “Signora, come at Pente¬ 
cost yourself, and you will see it,” 
Italians whose business it is to awak¬ 
en his own enthusiasm with that of 
the foreigners. “There is a taberna¬ 
cle similar to this in the museum 
(one of the first models for the shrine 
of the corporate venerated in the Du¬ 
omo) set up on the steps of the Duo¬ 
mo. On the opposite side of the piaz¬ 
za are the clouds of heaven; within 
the tabernacle there is the Madonna 
sitting above, and below kneel the 12 
apostles, £ll with little candles attach¬ 


ed to their heads. A white dove is 
brought to the church and fastened 
with outspread wings within a hoop 
of fireworks. At midday the fire¬ 
works are lighted, and the dove trav¬ 
els along a wire toward the taber¬ 
nacle. There is a great crackling 
noise, and when the smoke has cleared 
away one sees all the holy apostles 
kneeling with lighted fltimes upon 
their heads. It is, of course, especial¬ 
ly important for the contadini.” 

Observe the Wind. 

“Why for above them the others?” 
I ask. 

“They come up in crowds, signora,” 
answered he, “for they all believe 
that in whichever direction the wind 
blows while the dove is in flight will 
be the prevailing wind during the har¬ 
vest, gnd it is very important that 
they should know, You will see, sig¬ 
nora. The contadini will not be watch¬ 
ing La Palomba at all. They will be 
watching the wind.

RESOLUTION OF INTENTION NO. 11 


A Resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco 
Declaring' Its Intention to Improve 
San Bruno Road, Between the North¬ 
erly Bine of Grand Avenue and the 
Southerly Bine of Armour Avenue, 
and Baden Avenue, Between the Wes¬ 
terly Bine of San Bruno Road and the 
Basterly Bine of Blnden Avenue, and 
Binden Avenue Between the North¬ 
erly Bine of Baden Avenue and the 
Northerly Bine of Railroad Avenue. 


Resolved, by the Board of Trustees of 
City of South San Francisco, that pub¬ 
lic interest and convenience require and 
that it is the intenticn of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco to order the following street work 
to be done in said city, to-wit: 

That that portion of San Bruno read 
between the northerly line of Grand 
Avenue and the southerly line of Ar¬ 
mour Avenue, including all street inter¬ 
sections. be improved by grading from 
tiie westerly boundary line to a line par¬ 
allel thereto and at a distance of twen¬ 
ty-three (23) feet easterly therefrom; ad- 
so by grading between the easterly curb 
line and a line parallel tc said easterly 
curb line and at a distance of eleven 
(11) feet westerly therefrom; also by 
constructing concrete sidewalks and con¬ 
crete curbs on tiie westerly side of said 
San Bruno Road, except where such 
sidewalks and curbs have already been 
constructed, and by filling in earth be¬ 
tween curb and concrete sidewalk so as 
to bring that portion of the sidewalk cn 
the westerly side of said road between 
curl) and concrete sidewalk to official 
grade; also by constructing an asphaltic 
concrete pavement consisting of an as¬ 
phaltic concrete surface one and one- 
half (1%) inches in thickness laid cn a 
concrete foundation five (5) inches in 
thickness in that portion of San Bruno 
Road hereinbefore described and includ¬ 
ed between the westerly curb line and a 
line parallel thereto anil at a distance of 
eleven (11) feet easterly therefrom and 
in that portion of San Bruno Road herein¬ 
before described and included between 
the easterly curb line and a line parallel 
theretc and at a distance of eleven (11) 
feet westerly therefrom; 

That that portion of Baden Avenue be¬ 
tween the westerly line of San Bruno 
Road and the easterly line of Linden 
Avenue, including all street intersec¬ 
tions, but excepting and excluding there¬ 
from a certain rectangular strip twenty 
(20) feet in width, lying ten (10) feet on 
each side of the median line of Baden 
Avenue, and extending from the wester¬ 
ly line of San Bruno Road tc the easter¬ 
ly line of Linden Avenue, be improved 
by grading and by constructing therein 
an asphaltic concrete pavement in the 
manner hereinbefore described; 

That that portion of Linden Avenue 
between the north line of Baden Avenue 
and the norta line of Railroad Avenue, 
including all intersections of streets and 
alleys, but excepting and excluding 
therefrom a certain rectangular strip 
(20) feet in width, lying ten (10) feet 
on each side of the median line of Baden 
Avenue, and extending forty (40) feet 
westerly from the easterly line of Lin¬ 
den Avenue, and also excepting and ex¬ 
cluding therefrom a certain rectangu¬ 
lar strip twenty (20) feet in width, ly¬ 
ing ten (10) feet on each side of the me¬ 
dian line of Linden Avenue, and extend¬ 
ing between the northerly line of Rail¬ 
road Avenue and a line parallel to the 
south curb line of Baden Avenue and at 
a distance of eight (8) feet northerly 
from said curb line, be improved by 
grading and constructing therein ah 
asphaltic concrete pavement in the man¬ 
ner hereinbefore described.
